Doors of Federal Prison 
To Open This Morning 
To Receive Part of ‘Rum 
Ring.’ 


Mobile, Ala., January 5.—Marking 
the final step of the United States 
government in the sensational “rum 
ring” disclosures here, seven men, all 
'well-known in Mobile, left for the 
federal penitentiary in Atlanta  to- 
‘night. They will enter the prison 
early tomorrow to begin sentences 
varying from one year and a day to 
two years, the defendants leaving in

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DER ‘DEATH THREAT 
AutD MAN YIELDS $300 


Moultrie, Ga., January 3.—Special.) 
In broken English, but in a manner 
that impressed officers with its truth- 
fulness, Andrew Cristensen, 82, native 
of Denmark, who has lived alone 12 
years on his farm about 12 miles from

In_ 1924, 
24586 reports have been filed, and 
420 cases have been heard. Accidents 
amount to nearly 70 every day, in- 
cluding Sunday, and I beieye the 
semmission and the employers could 
hold some wseful conferences on the 
anestion of accident prevention. These 
aecidents oniy embrace those em- 
nloyees who gre in industries empler- 
ing more than 10 people and whose 
employers have accepted the provi- 
sions of the act.

LANGE TOBACCO CROP 


Athens, Ga., January 3.—Express- 
ing the opinion that the tota] of 
Georgia’s tebacco crop for the year 
1925 will exceed 75,000,000 pounds, 
'E. C. Westbrook, in a etatement to 
the Associated Press, asserts that 
the crop this year will be sold for 
around $6,000,000. Mr. Westbrook, 
who is farm and tobacco expert at the 
state college of agriculture, is very 


optimistic over tne prospects ror the 
1125 crop, ard bases his convictions 
on the education of Georgia’s farm- 
ers in the correct method of raising 
the tobacco crop, and marketing op- 
erations. 

“Georgia has gotten by fine with 
ter tobacco up to the present,” suid 
Mr. Westbrook, “but we have had 
small crops. Last year we produced 
',000,000 pounds of tobacco. This 
was three times as much as Georgia 
kad grown in wny previous year. 

“The present indications are that 
Georgia will produce at least 75,000,- 
000 pounds of bright tobacco in 1925. 
(an we ‘get by’ with a crop this 
big? Our answer is ‘yes,’ if we pro- 
‘duce high quality tobacco. We can 
‘compete successfully with any tobacco 
section, if we secure a good yield 
o{ first class tobacco. 

Must Plan for Crop. 

“We cannvot get a good yield of 

first class tobacco by using ‘hit or 
miss’ methods. Plans must be care- 
fully laid in advance. Tobacco must 
be handled carefully from the plant 
bed until ready for the market. ‘The 
best time to find out what variety 
Si seed to plant, when and how to 
mepare a seed-bed, is before time 
ior these things to be done, not after 
taey have been done wrong. Our 
‘farmers have demonstrated that they 
ven grow éxcellent tobacco, however, 
them ‘let down’ a little this 
year—‘done learned how.’ 
* “As a result some of the new grow- 
ers produced higher quality tobacco 
acd made more money on their crop 
than some of the old tobacco growers. 
These good growers made good tobacco 
because they were afraid not to do ex- 
actly right. Only a little difference 
in methods sometimes makes a big 
difference in profits.

To find amtything like the confi- | 
dence in the future now being displayed in the financial district here, it 
is" necessary to go back thirty years to the days when the election of 
McKinley marked the definite abandonment of the possibility of adopting 
unsound currency. For its day, that decision was vital. But within the | 
past ten years, especially the past five, decisions have been made which | 
compare in importance with the happenings of thirty years ago in about 
the same way that the civil war compares with the world war. 

One reason why Wall street is so optimistic at the beginning Of the 
new year is that it is enjoying newly born reaction from the other long | 
lasting extreme. Of course, there were times after the war started and | 
ended when Wall street had the appearance of being optimistic. But dur-| 
ing the periods of stock market or general trade activity there was always | 
the deep-down feeling that the prosperity was not real and lasting and 
that pay-day was ahead, because not enough progress had been made in 
filling up the deep hole dug by the war.

Possibilities in Stock Market 
| Almost Unlimited—Platt 


BY C. H. PLATT. 

New York, January 3.—(Special to 
The Constitution.)—The possibilities 
for the stock market in 1925 can be 
considered almost unlimited. Thus 


there have been many days of 2,000,- 
000 shares each and a few of 2,500,- 
0OU on the Stock exchange in the last 
two months and yet the limit does not 
seem to have been even approached, 
according to all signs. Thus many of 
the closest observers of conditions be- 
lieve that many 3,000,000-share days 
will develop during 1925 and that there 
will be some of 4,000,000 shares each, 
breaking records that. have existed 
since 1901. During the closing days 
of the old year there have been indi- 
cations that.a lot of profit taking has 
been held back for the beginning of 
1925, and the new year is opening 
with possibilities for an early reac- 
tion, though not a serious one. This 
may be stopped if there is a flood of 
new buying, for the trend of prices 
is invariably based upon the number 
of buyers of stocks at a given time or 
at a set level. The old saying in 
Wall street, “more buyers than sell- 
ers,” to account for an advance, is not 
as foolish as it sounds, or the re- 
verse, “more sellers than buyers’ to 
account for a decline. 
Those who are starting their profit- 
taking in 1925 are doing so because of 
the expectation that taxes for the year 
will be lower: than in 1924. It is 
to be doubted that any vast amount of 
stock is going to be pressed on the 
market with the beginning of this year 
and as is said above, it is possible 
that new buying will absorb all of the 
offerings and thereby prevent any de- 
clines of importance. Some stocks 
are beyond any question too high, 
but ‘n many of them, there is some 
special reason for high levels, such as 
over-extended short position or 


There are others whihe 
have not even started to advance, but 
which have prospects for strength, 
Thus many of the oil stocks up to 
the end of 1924 were under the pres- 
sure of selling by those who had losses 
that they wished to establish.

In making this personal request 
to be relieved Mr. Warfield trans- 
mitted a general review of the as- 
sociation’s activities during the past 
seven’ years, reciting again the con- 
ditions that led to the organization 
and the accomplishments that have 
resulted by reason of it. 

In a nutshell, in 1917 the owners 
of railroad securities were ,neces-

“Consumption in the United States 
for the four months ending November 
80 was 1,818,000 running bales of lint 
eotton, compared with 2,054,000 for 
the same period of 1923. The de- 
crease, however, is more than offset,” 
the department said, ‘by increased ex- | 
ports. 

While the southern spindles are 
busy, as a whole, the eastern spin- 
dies are not.

The following press dispatch, 
from Philadelphia challenges every 
thoughtful person in America to a 
serious consideration of the great- 
est problem that has confronted this 
country since the civil war: 

“Poison liquor took a toll of more 
than 600 lives in Philadelphia during 
the year ending today, according to 
Coroner Patton. 

“While not all the cases investi- 
gated by the coroner's office showed 
death directly due to poison liquor, 
it was indirectly responsible for more 
than 600 fatalities, the coroner said.” 


While the exact figures are not 


that during the 18 months of Amer- 
ica’s participation in the world war 
Philadelphia did not lose 600 of her 
soldier boys by gunshot and disease 
combined. 

What is true in Philadelphia is 
true all over this country. Approx- 
imately 50 lives were sacrificed to 
poison liquor. during Christmas 
week in New York city. In Chicago 
there is scarcely a day that poison 
liquor does not take its toll in hu- 
man life.

“Often the more important 
to be considered in treating fractures, 
‘in view of ultimate return of function, 
is that of the muscles, vessels and 
nerves, rather than the bones. Sup- 
‘pose a fracture of both bones of the 
forearm with contusion and laceration 
‘of muscles. A splint is applied rather 
‘snugly so as to prevent recurrence of 
‘displacement of fragments. Subse- 
quent radiographs show that the re- 
|duction is maintained and the splint 
is left on until the bones unite. What 
‘has happened? The fracture has con- 
solidated and so -have the muscles, 
side to side in one inefficient mass 
permeated with fibrosis and also they 
have become atrophic. This applies 
also to neighboring joints. 

“In order to preserve function of 
the soft parts, constant, almost daily 
‘attention is necessary. 
| “Preatment of fractures must be 
carried out with due regard to the 
‘return of function of the muscles and 
joints.” 
| Then Dr. Blake goes on to say that 
ithe newer developments-in treatment 
‘of fractures have brought about 
‘earlier restitution of function, and 
‘that the effort to maintain the fune- 
‘tion of the muscles and other soft 
| tissues involved in the injury has so 
increased the circulation and nutri- 
tion of the limb as to materially re- 
‘duce the period for consolidation of 
| the fracture. For example, under this 
| newer method of treatment fracture 
'of the humerous (arm bone) may con- 
'solidate (knit, the old timers would 
say) in eighteen days. The usual 
period is over four weeks. 
| Of course, the object of using splints 
is to give the injured member rest 
‘and support. Both purposes are de- 
‘feated if the splints be bound so 
tightly as to cause pain or discom- 
fort. It was a common practice of 
the older physicians to employ con- 
siderable pressure in applying splints. 

With the improved methods the doc- 
‘tor exercises a little more intelligence 
‘and a little less strength, in guiding 
nature’s healing process.

ONNIERE very rarely lett 
the country. There was, she

“My letters were for 


endless chain which stretched back 
into a dim unfathomed past. 

T every meal a place was laid for 

a Stranger, a tradition of hospi- 
tality that had never been broken— 
though it was undeniably not a house 
that any one would ever have dream- 
ed dropping into; and at nine each 
night a lamp was brought in and put 
next to mademoiselle’s chair. This 
lamp was the gift of her old neighbor 
(and, some said, lover), the Marquis 
d‘Arolla. Every Christmas each 
would give to the other a lamp and 
a book—always the same lamp and 
the same book. On Christmas eve 
Jules (from mademoiselle) and Gas- 
ton (from the marquis) would cross 
in the dusk carrying their precious 
burdens. 

In the evenings mademoiselle 
would bring out her lingerie, adding 
stitches here and there—‘‘I know the 
weak spots of a camisole,”’ she would 
say. And in thus strengthening the 
transitory she would forge yet anoth- 
er link in that strong chain of contin- 
uity which seemed to have bound 
time itself. Whether she believed in 
immortality or not, she treated mor- 
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tality in a cavalier, high-handed way. 

Visitors rarely stayed at the cha- 
teau. The duchess came once a year, 
tall and fair and charmingy with a 
large lissomeness, radiating her own 
superabundent happiness, lending her 
clcthes and her maid to the jeunes 
filles of the neighborhood, gardening 
all day in the broilmg heat (‘‘without 
a veil!’’ the ladies would murmur ‘to 
one another), taking away cooking 
recipes, jam making recipes, and 
embroidery stitches, and _ leaving 
behind a jumble of books and 
shawls, bags and _ buckles, fluffy, 
transparent covers to keep your legs 
warm on sofas, and absurd dressing 
jackets, all marabou and !ace, des‘gn- 
ed, in, the opinien of mademoiselte, 
to keep you hot in summer and cold 
in winter. 


T was impossible not to love Marie 
I Louise, but to say that she fitted 
into the neighborhood would un- 
doubtedly be an exaggeration. As 
her aunt said, she lacked measure, 
and for weeks after one of her visits 
elderly ladies might be seen going ouf 
to dinner in ,apple green shawls 
while their daughters dragged their 
hair back from the forehead or wore 
it ‘‘a la vierge’’ with so authoritative 
an air that no one would ever have 
suspected that a few weeks before a 
happy hold-all would best have de- 
scribed their particular method of 
coiffure. 

Mademoiselle de la Peronniere her- 
self underwent none of these modifi- 
cations. She had two dresses, a 
black satin and a black taffeta, the 
better of. the two becoming by an 
automatic process the everyday of the 
next year. Thus, in 1900, madem- 
oiselle wore black satin ‘“‘pour les 
jours de fete,’’ and in 1901 she don- 
ned her black taffeta for great occa- 
sions, thus achieving that touch of 
variety without which dressing can 
never be an art. 

The amenities at Argentan were 
observed with a certain stately rigid- 
ity. Nowhere was the tradition of 
tight exclusiveness that dominates 
French provincial society more rigor- 
ously upheld. True, during the year- 
ly visit of the duchess certain fences 
were trampled down, curious new 
currents of air (subsequently dismiss- 
ed as draughts) would circulate in the 
neighborhood—but she never stayed 
long enough for any permanent harm 
to be done. Windows were shut 
again, barriers raised, and polite so- 
ciety was no longer contaminated by 
the insidious poison of a world that 
had made such reckless progress in 
the execrated art of learning and for- 
getting. 

To Argentan the French revolu- 
tion was an historical event and, like 
all historical events, probably largely 
an mvention. The nineteenth cen- 
tury had been a pity, but by averting 
its eyes from its more distressing fea- 
tures Argentan had been able to ig- 
nore with well bred indifference the 
arriviste tendencies of science and the 
untidy sprawlings of liberty. 

Lite tlowed along evenly. Mar- 
riages were arranged, preceded by 
settlements and followed by families 
—small families, because Argentan 
was moderate in everything. The 
ladies, as a rule, were amiable and re- 
signed, easily absorbed in a monu- 
mental series of small. interests; and, 
if their husbands were unfaithful, 
had they not, at any rate, the good 
taste to confine their infidelities to 
Bordeaux or to Paris? 

The real nature of Bordeaux and 
Faris could only be a matter of dim 
speculation, for on the raise occa- 
sions when these ladies visited such 
theaters of sin they entered at once a 
preserve of relations or connections, 
and life resolved itself rather bleakly 
mto a railway station, some lamps, 
the illuminated windows of the shops, 
and a possible visit to the opera. 

But Medemoiselle de la Peronniere 
was ditferent. She had known the 


“vrand monde,” and:she had not for- 
gotten it. She had perhaps had a 
lover, but she had certainly not had 
a husband. She had refused to be 
arranged for, and her mixture of the 
autocrat and the tender had not been 
a recommendation. Her tenderness, 
indeed, could only be divined by the 
heart’s eye, while her domineering 
manner and her caustic tongue (“‘un- 
womanly”? she had been labeled in 
her youth) put the riches of her na- 
ture out of the range of the narrow, 
shallow visions that surrounded her. 


Nevertheless, mademoiselle had 
had two great passions in her life— 
tirst, tor the violet-eyed fairy tale 
sister who had died with her first 
baby, and then for that baby, her 
nephew, Achille. 


CHILLE? How is one to de- 

scribe Achille, with his cane and 
his monocle, his absurdity and his ele- 
gance, his wit and h's rubbish—the 
whole of his personality a permanent 
trvsting place of the -ridiculous and 
the sublime. 

What is a man of the world? Not 
a man of wide open spaces and vast 
distant horizons, but a man who can 
confine civilization w.thin the limits 
of his own special cage, who can 
erect his own gilt bars, sprinkle his 
own inverted commas, understanding 
everything, even the essential; never 
impressed, never disconcerted, know- 
mg that dreams are the salt of disillu- 
sion and that plovers’ eggs are un- 
eatable without bread and butter; 
cosmopolitan, unless you happen to 
be French, and, in that case, most ex- 
qguisitely and provincially Parisian; 
counting, in fact, the universe well 
lost if you have gained the world. 

Achille had probably been born in 
the wrong century. He was essen- 
tially a wit; but what place is there 
for a wit in this age of hurry and in- 
terruption, theft, and misquotations? 
His writing was exquisite, with a fine 
polish of sterile fin'sh. Painting he 
had given up—‘‘l never could keep 
my promise,”’ he explained. 

His liaisons were legion, but twen- 
ty mistresses Cannot make a lover— 
and, if his shy senses would frequent- 
ly refuse to be prodded by brave 
words, his empty heart afforded him 
no refuge. 

Fortunately, the field of retrospect 
was always open to him. A boast, a 
hint, a witticism—is it not thus that 
pictures are evoked; is there not some 
poetic justice in giving immortality 
where there was no life? If he could 
smile away a woman’s reputation, did 
it not, after all, prove that his smile 
was more convincing than her virtue? 

What relevance has action—a bru- 
tish, clumsy thing, anonymous and 
easily forgotten? : 

“Your values are all wrong,” he 
would say. ‘‘If I imagine that | have 
had a woman, have | not had her? 
It I forget that she was my mistress. 
then, clearly, she can never really 
have been it, for she has left me noth- 
ing. No truth is a truth until it has 
been distorted or fransfigured into a 
masterpiece. Life does not exist un- 
til you have transmuted it into liv- 
ing.” 

Perhaps it could not be denied that 
Achille possessed the art of living. 
And yet sometimes it seemed more of 
a game than an art, a precise and 
dominating pattern from which he 
could not escape. In evérything he 
did the unexpected would appear with 
the automatic regularity of a mechan- 
ical toy. He was not so much origi- 
nal as “an original,’”’ and his improvi- 
sations had the wit and neatness of 
an inspired birthday book—they were 
startlingly apposite and surprisingly 
illuminating. 

He had the cynic’s capacity for 
taking things prodigiously seriously. 
As an arbiter of taste, as a leader of 
fashion, everything was immensety 
important. These two great func- 
tions, accepting and rejecting, must 
always be approached with reverence. 


To the serious-minded, so few things 
are serious—the world seethes with 
irrelevance. To Achille, everything 
from the Vatican to his buttonhole 
was momentous. There were in his 
life no unconsidered trifles—they had 
all been considered, though many 
had been condemned. 


“Il n’y a pas des questions de senti- 
ment,’’ he would say a little sententi- 
ously—he had his full share of the in- 
curable sententiousness of wits—‘‘ll 
n'y a que des questions de gout.” 


Feelings, to him. were like escaped 
lunatics—dangerous, ridiculous things 
that should be kept in locked cells of 
disciplined, meticulous behavior. Pas- 
sion was admirable, eccentricity 
could be employed with advantage— 
flamboyant pranks of the imgaination 
were always to be encouraged, but 
your heart, if you had a heart, should 
never appear: it was altogether too 
mal porte—as bad as a feather in a 
hat. 


HUS Achille lived his life, invent- 

ing the conquests he had not 
made, yawning at his easier victories, 
dreaming, perhaps, for he had a 
touch of the poet, of passionate de- 
feats, surrendering only to the inani- 
mate. 

His house was famed for its beauty, 
a dim, unobtrusive beauty, candlelit, 
vielding with slow secretiveness ‘he 
revelation of each perfect detail. Here 
he would give parties where friends 
would rediscover one another, where 
unrealized thoughts would pop from 
their hiding places and enemies were 
at last able to satisfy their unacknowl- 
edged longing to talk to one another. 

After all, perhaps, it is difficult to 
do Achille justice. 

Frequently he quarreled, hoping 
that the very act of disagreement 
would give seriousness to his senti- 
ments, but in the two duels he fought 
honor was easily satisfied—indeed, 
her complaisance was such, rumor as- 
serted, that her total demands had re- 
solved themselves into a sling. It was, 
after all, more important to be a fine 
gentleman, than a gentleman. 

To Mademoiselle de la Peronniere 
he represented many things. How, 
hard, how busil, we try to find out 
something about that my®tery of mys- 
teries, the relations between any two 
human beings. Even the simplest, a 
happy marriage (as if happiness were 
ever easv),.an unhappy marriage (as 
if unhappiness were ever simple), 
leave us altogether out of it, seeing, 
perhaps, a communicating smile, a 
sidelong sneer, but none of those 
communions which hide themselves 
in secretive security before even the 
most loving audience, flaunting them- 
selves only in that perfect isolation 
where forfeits are not demanded and 
pledges are not required. 

To Mademoiselle de la Peronniere 
Achille was so many things that no 
one else could see—a baby in long 
clothes, a child in a cot, a little boy 
playing with rabbits. And then, too, 
he was his mother—her tired eyes, 
her months of malaise, her unhus- 
banded pain. And he was the things 
that she had been before—her slow 
smile that crept forward with such a 
conviction of delight, her gurgling, ir- 
responsive laugh. 

There are many people to whom 
life is not worth living unless they 
can also believe in immortality. 

To. Mademoiselle de la Peronniere 
her sister Lili’s triumphant perfection 
would have suffered an eternal defeat 
had she not left behind her a supreme 
vindication in the shape of Achille. 

Without: Achille there was no Lili 
—therefore, Achille inevitably be- 
came a number of things that not 
even the hopes of his dearest friends 
or the imaginings of his most envious 
enemies could have conceived. 

Achille, too, had made a picture 
for himself, and to this picture he re- 
solutely lived up. He had the ascetic 
dedication to a pose which is so es- 
sentially French. There is nothing 


s 


Sself-indulgént in sacrificing your im- 
pulses on an altar of artificiality. The 
role for which he had cast himself, 
and which he had so triumphantly 
created, demanded continuous atten- 
tion, and, conscientious artist that he 
was, Achille was never tired of per- 
fecting the details of his perform- 
ance, 

“Comme c’est ennuyeux d’avour 
toujours e@ raison,” he would say. 
“What a disaster to have an intelli- 
gence like mine. Aothing escapes it, 
not even | myself.’’ 


CCASIONALLY he would _ visit 

Mademoiselle de la Peronmiere. 
She was, after all, a tante a heritage, 
and he had a Frénchman’s profound 
respect for money. To make an in- 
heritance, why, it was a duty. One 
must make sacrifices in life. ‘lhere 
were compensations—her celiar, for 
instance—and he would be able to re- 
turn to Paris with marvelous descrip- 
tions of himself seated on a footstool 
at the feet of an old lady who hum- 
med Mendelssohn and recited Racine. 
As a matter of fact, mademoiselle dis- 
liked music and read by prefererce 
Rabelais, Voltaire, and Charles louis 
Hhilippe, but it was not on those lines 
that Achille enjoyed describing her. 
He dressed her in old lace, with Muil- 
let’s “‘Angelus’’ on one side and 
Gounod’s ‘‘Ave Maria’’ on the other. 
He believed that one should get as 
many results as possible—a _ yearly 
visit to a delightful woman whose 
wits were as Sharp if not sharper than 
his own, and a return to Paris with 
the legend of an old lady like a press- 
ed pansy, with dim eyes which flashed 
at the name of Napoleon and a tink- 
ling, broken old voice at the service 
only of ker wing and her God. 

Marie Louise, of Course, would say 
‘“nonsense,”’ but Marie Louise was not 
an artist and her truths would inevi- 
tably not carry as far as his inven- 
tions. 

Poor Marie Louise, with her open 
house, so open that, Achille main- 
tained, it ceased to be a house at all 
and became a Shelter in a street, a 
porch where casual people took re- 
tuge from the rain and where there 
was as much intimacy and selection 
as you might find in a dentist’s wait- 
ing room. 

“My poor cousin has so much 
heart,’ he would say, and he said 
‘heart’? in the same tone of voice 
with which he might have said ‘‘heart 
disease.” 

Marie Louise, in her turn, would 
write to her aunt: ‘‘Achille is impos- 
sible. What sense is there in a life 
without feeling? And, to use his own 
Standards, what variety?’ 

Mademorselle de la 
would smile a litthe—Marie Louise 
waS a Charming creature, warm- 
hearted, impulsive, large, but, of 
course, she couldn’t understand 
Achille—Achille, wtih his exquisitely 
attuned perceptions, so much too sen- 
sitive and too delicate for the clumsy 
manifestations of modern behavior. 
Mademoiselle would remember the 
times-when he had stayed with her 
—his attentive courtesy, his intellec- 
tual directness wrapped in a semi- 
transparent fancifulness. How much 
she had enjoyed talking to him in the 
evenings, breathing once more the air 
of the big world, and yet feeling it to 
be circumscribed by just those stand- 
ards which divide the salon from the 
menagerie. 

‘“‘Marie Louise is not like us,” 
Achille would say, and there was to 
Mademoiselle de la Peronniere some- 
thing so flattering, so reassuring 
about that ‘‘us,’’ as if the differences 
in their generations could never pre- 
vent them from both carrying aloft 
the same banner of the absolute.

This inspection did not Cause any 
surprise among the servants who had

The petrified domestic handed over 
the cloth, The queen took a firm 
grip on it and set to work. She ap- 
plied sure enough elbow grease (if it 
isn’t lese majeste to call it that) and 
table-top reflected like a 
looking glass.

But that you may fully understand 
the activities of Queen Mary as a 
housekeeper I may briefly outline the 
housekeeping system that prevails in 
the English royal household. 

Everything for the royal table is 
ordered by the chef, M. Cedard, or his 
chief assistant. The chef makes out 
the order for whatever he requires in 


duplicate: one copy goes to the trades- 
man, the other is passed on to an 
official known as the clerk of the 
kitchens. 


When the goods are delivered to 
the place the clerk of the kitchens 
inspects them, weighs all goods sold 
by weight and sees that the delivery 
is correct. He then enters up the 
charge for the goods in the trades- 
man’s account. The accounts are paid 
monthly by the lord steward. 


But since the accession of King 
George the clerk of the kitchens has 
to furnish Queen Mary with a weekly 
statement of all supplies ordered by 
the chef, together with the prices 
charged. Her majesty goes most care- 
fully into these statements; if there is 
any charge that appears to her to be 
excessive she calls it to the attention 
of the clerk of the kitchens, who in- 
forms the chef that her majesty con- 
siders the charge too high. The chef 
has either to give a good reason for 
the charge or get it lowered. 

This supervision of the table 
penses at the royal palaces by 
majesty is not liked either by 
kitchen staff or by the tradesmen, 
it eftectually prevents those 
charges which are common in 
big households. 

UEEN MARY, 

the war and the rise in prices, 

has been at pains to keep herself well- 
informed as to the current prices of 
most articles supplied to the royal 
table, and when a decline in the price 
of any commodity takes place, the 
etfect of it must be observable in the 
weekly statement of expenses or thie 
chef will have to explain why it is not.

Well, surprising as 
it may seem, it is up to Queen Mary, 
and to her august husband, 
keep watch of expenditures fairly 
carefully if they don’t want to have 
to dip into their own private means 
for the upkeep of the royal menage. 

Of the total sum of 470,000 
pounds which constitutes their majes- 
ties’ socalled civil list, or grant by 
parliament, 125,800 pounds was ap- 
propriated to cover the salaries of the 
household, and 193,000 pounds to 
cover the expenses of the household. 
These appropriations, however, were 
made in 1910, the year of King 
George’s accession, and they have 
never been increased in spite of the 
tremendous rise in the cost of living 
which the war brought and which, 
unhappily, is still with us, affecting 
kings and in common with 
lesser folk. 

So hard was King George hit by the 
high cost of living when war prices 
were at their loftiest that he was com- 
pelled to ask parliament to allow him 
to realize capital to the extent of 
$500,000 to make up for the big 
deficits which his accounts showed in 
the years of 1919 and 1920. And 
even foday the salaries drawn by the

»IFTER the gentlemen had ne- 
gotiated for about four days, 
they asked for a farewell au- 
dience. I granted it and 
spoke to them as follows: 


‘It is my indomitable will, about 
which there will be no further dis- 
cussion, that 

‘‘4—-] shall remain in the country 
as long as I don’t see that this means 
war for Hungary. Arguments of do- 
mestic policy have no weight with me. 
(The politicians at that time feared 
dethronement by parliament.) 

“2—The manifesto is good, but I 
reserve the right to make corrections 
in it. 

“3—Dr, Gratz 
Steinamanger.” 

Thereupon | thanked them. 

One of them raised the question 
why I was unwilling to leave the coun- 
try, to which I replied: “‘Because | 
am too good an Hungarian.” There- 
upon I shook hands.

Meanwhile, however, news had 
arrived that made the situation seem 
somewhat more favorable again. Fitz 
Williams had brought me the ‘A” 
telegram, Gratz then drafted a sort 
of declaration, somewhat as follows: 

“In consideration of reports sub- 
mitted to me by the government con- 
cerning threatening ‘war | have decid- 
ed to leave the country. 

‘“] shall depart, however, only un- 
_ der the following conditions: 

“{—That the manifesto will be 
published. 

“2. That traveling arrangements 
will be made corresponding to my 
rank, and that I may live in Switzer- 
land exactly as before. 

“3—That no difficulties shall arise 
for all those who supported me faith- 
fully. 

‘“‘As I am ill, however, | shall not 
leave until after my recovery.” 

In this way the door was left open 
to take back the declaration in case 
the reports sent me by the Hungarian 
government were not based on fact 
or the conditions imposed were not 
fulfilled.

HE emperor received a confirma- 

tion of this dispatch from me on 
April 4. For on that day a flyer start- 
ed from the flying field at Luebendorf 
to bring a report on conditions, framed 
on the basis of information received 
by me. I quote the following pas- 
sage: 

“According to reliable reports re- 
ceived here, a ministerial council took 
place on the 2d inst., at Paris, at 
which it was decided that the powers 
immediately concerned (the states of 
the little entente) had a right to take 
a position with reference to the events 
in Hungary. France would do every- 
thing possible to prevent hostilities. 
The judgment arrived at was to the 
effect that the decision lies with Hun- 
gary. The whole situation is looked 
upon in well informed circles as not 
bad from a foreign political stand- 
point, but confused from an inner- 
political point of view. 

‘In the French press the organs of 
the right voice the opinion with a 
good deal of courage that it would 
have been more worthy of France to 


prevent the return of King Constan-- 


tine and to obtain reparations from 
Germany, rather than to oppose the 
return of the emperor and king. The 
opposition of the radical press to the 
step undertaken by the king is weaker 
than was expected. It is often stated 
—also in the Temps—that the case is 
of interest primarily to the immediate 
neighbors; that it is France’s business 
to remain faithful to her allies.” 
The emperor’s diary resumes: 
* * * * 
Monday, April 4, 1924. 
On Monday word was sent to me 
that it was desired I should leave 
Tuesday. I suspect that they did not 
believe I was ill. At least they did

not consider my Case a serious one. 
Teleki said on one occasion that he 
had attended to his official duties 
when he had a wound in the head and 
39 degrees fever and that I, too, could 
travel. I agreed... 


Meanwhile the ultimata had come 
from the little entente. There was a 
Czechish one, addressed in the name 
Serbians 
Czecho-Slovaks, and there were un- 
counted Serbian ultimata. The weak- 
est, in point of fact, was the Ru- 
manian. 

Gratz demanded that the ultimata 
be repeated in writing, ‘because he be- 
lieved that my opponents.would hard: 
ly do so. He then instructed the min- 
istry to protest to the great powers 
against interference on the part of 
the little entente in the internal af- 
fairs of Hungary. 

He also gave orders to tell the Ru- 
manians that in 1918 | had saved 
King Ferdinand his throne in defiance 
of the wishes of the Germans. Gratz 
at first suggested that | telegraph this 
fact direct to the king, but later re- 
quested me to refrain from doing so 
on account of the people of Sieben- 
buergen, who might interpret such a 
message to mean my delivering them 
over to the Rumanians. 

The first two orders of Gratz, con- 
cerning repetition of the ultimata in 
writing and the protest to the great 
powers, were passed on, £ am told, 
by Premier Teleki with the comment 
‘unnecessary.’ This was a chief rea- 
son for Gratz’s resignation. °* 

During all these diplomatic labors 
the prime mover was the ex-ambas- 
sador, Count Szecsen, who in the 
most unselfish and patriotic manner 
placed himself at the service of our 
cause. He also helped draft the mani- 
festo. He had hastened to Steina- 
manger as soon as he heard at Oeden- 
burg that I had arrived.

the foreign political situation was 
the Hungarian government’s declara- 
tion that it would offer no resistance. 

On the other hand, it is pretty well 
proven that the left wing of the small 
farmers’ party made some sort of an 
agreement with the Serbians. There 
is also in existence a letter of ex-Cap- 
tain Goemboes, in which he proposes 
friendship to the Serbians and in re- 
turn promises the dethronement of 
the house (of Hapsburg) as the price 
of such friendship. Teleki had this 
highly treasonable letter in his hands, 
It is evident, therefore, even if the 
government gave no promise to the 
Serbians to refrain from offering re- 
sistance, there were nevertheless chan- 
nels in existence through which the 
Serbian minister might easily have 
learned this. Even my most loyal 
supporters feared that the small farm- 
ers might suggest to the Serbians that 
they invade the country and possibly 
burn some small Hungarian village, in 
order to unload the guilt therefor 
upon the king. 

After my last proposal to Horthy 
| tried the very last means—the use 
of force, 

But to march upon .Pest with Le- 
har’s troops was impossible; in the 
first place the distance is too great 
and it was doubtful whether the other 
garrisons would join, and, secondly, 
Hungary is so narrow that an invasion 
by her opponents can take place at 
any time. The decisive point, how- 
ever, was that Lehar’s troops, with 
i,500 guns, were distributed over the 
whole frontier of about 150 kilo- 
meters. To withdraw these would 
have meant to invite the Serbians to 
invade Hungary. 

There -was, however, a _ second 
method. I was asked whether of- 
ficers might not on Friday or Satur- 
day bring the regime at Budapest to 
a fall. They said they had 700 men, 
1 replied in the affirmative. Later the 
date was postponed to Tuesday. At 
the same time | was urged to be in 
Budapest on the appointed day at 2 
o’clock in the morning, making my 
way there by crossing the Somogy and 
the Danube in a rowboat. 


URING the last days of my stay 
at Steinamanger the 
ment’s control was increased. Steina- 
manger was artificially cut off from 
the rest of the world. Nine control 
stations were erected between Steina- 
manger and Budapest. Gratz was 
watched by Kania, Lehar by Hege- 
dues, 
Thereupon Lehar and | dropped 
the project as hopeless. 
Horthy issued a very peculiar order 
to the army, which Lehar refused to 
publish; and Teleki declared that as 


premier he ‘approved of this refusal.

Colonel Lehar summoned an Amer- 
ican mewspaper correspondent and 
told him that my presence meant the 
reestablishment of legal conditions, 
and that henceforth there would be 
neither red nor white terror. It seems 
that Budapest took offense at this,

Budapest. He declared he would re- 
main in Steinamanger as long as the 
king remained there, whereupon he 
was discharged. 

The situation had become impos- 
sible. There was no longer any 
thought of a favorable turn of events. 
As tlie project of the officers had not 
succeeded, | was compelled to depart 
on Tuesday. Tinte was against me. 
Eight days had now passed since my 
interview with Horthy and Horthy’s 
“betrayal of my arrival to the foreign 
powers. Thus the governments op- 
posed to the restoration, though pow- 
erless at first, had gained time to or- 
ganize resistance against me, while 
the powers favorable to the restora- 
tion had been check-mated. 

Horthy’s incontrovertible infidelity 
forced my departure.

Tuesday, April 5, 1921 

The Budapest government is said 
to have ordered that there be no 
demonstration. The local authorities 
ignored this order, however, and one 
and a half hours before my departure 
passed out the word to the people. 

Despite the bad weather, the popu- 
lation turned out in masses and took 
position on the main square. There 
were present school children, deputies, 
railway workers, etc. | thereupon ap- 
peared on the balcony, the crowd sang 
the national air and everybody shout- 
ed: “Auf Wiedersehen! auf Wiederse- 
hen soon!!” Several said: “The peo- 
ple who are now driving the king 
away will soon have to leave!” And a 
farmer complained in a loud voice: 
‘Alas, how white they have made our 
poor king’s hair during these days!”’ 

In the great gp of the bishop’s 
palace the nobility, the clergy, Count 
Sigray and Vice- ee ine Herbst had 
assembled to bid me farewell. As I 
descended the staircase, the guards 
presented arms; with Sigray we pro- 
ceeded to the railway station slowly, 
everywhere cheered vociferously by 
the people and accompanied by wishes 
for an early return. 

I still entertained the secret hope 
that news might possibly come from 
Pest: “Everything succeeded. Turn 
back.”’

The crowd ran after the royal 
train. 

Again | believed that the news for 
which I was waiting so anxiously had 
arrived from Pest. With a beating 
heart I leaned out of the window of 
the coach, happy and proud of my of- 
ficers 0: whom I thought that they 
had risked everything for king and 
country and had won. 


Nothing came, however, except the 
acceptance of my three conditions, in- 
cluding that of unconditional and un- 
limited sojourn in Switzerland.

Tuesday, April 5, 1921. 
EFORE my departure the chief 
palatine, Count Cziraky, who had 
throughout behaved admirably, re- 
signed. Sigray, too, wanted to resign, 
after bringing me to the frontier. He 
was advised against this, however, 
since there was danger that Doemoe- 
toer would be named chief commis- 
sioner—a man who had behaved very 
badly in the monarchical question. 

Most commendable was the attitude 
of Bishop Count Mikes, Hunyady, 
Count Szecsen, Marsovszky, Borovics- 
eny, Count Joseph Karolyi, Margrave 
Pallavicini, the chief of police of 
Steinamanger, the officers and troops 
of the Lehar corps.

Regedues, Sigray and Borovicseny 
proceeded from Gyanafalva to Feh- 
ring ahead of me, to discuss the taking 
over of the train by the representa- 
tives of the entente. A protocol was

It is a significant fact that the im- 
perial train was scheduled to leave 
Steinamanger at 10 o’clock and to 
stop for an hour at Ratot, so that 
Teleki might be able to declare at the 
opening of the chamber of deputies 
that the king had already left Steina- 
manger. This arrangement did not 
work quite smoothly, however, be- 
cause I waited until my conditions 
were fulfilled. Thus there was a de- 
lay. of an hour, so that the opening 
of parliament had also to be post- 
poned for an hour. 

At Koermend the family of Prince 
Batthyany rendered homage. This 
piince, by the way, had also acted 
very correctly and had placed his cas- 
tle af my disposal. At Ratot Countess 
Sigray, an American woman, who is 
an enthusiastic adherent, boarded the 
train. Everywhere, of course, there 
were lots of people. At St. Gotthard 
the local judge appeared wearing the 
badge of the legitimists. There the 
scene was a particularly touching one. 

In the course of the journey I sfill 
reflected upon some way of bringing

Thanks to Comrades Sewer and

the assurance of safe transit obtained.

A Blue Ribbon 


g Etat many may not realize it, 

the United States of America has 
actually, and in the European sense 
of the word, a distinct nobility of its 
own, All that it lacks is the title, this 
often meaningless or empty on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 


[t is hot a very old nobility, nor has 
it ever been invested by crown or 
other patents of a governmental sort. 
Vast wealth is not a necessity to it, 
though most often a _ considerable 
wealth entails. The founders of its 
inercditary line may or may not have 
heen of aristocratic lineage, while its 
succession may or may not hold hor- 
Oracle public office or be invested with 
other official authority. 

But if a nobolity be defined 1: its 
vioader sense of a family with the 
righi and title to rule, administet, scv- 
ern, direct and assist in the capacity of 
proprietors of a certain section of the 
country’s area, then here we have a 
perfectly logical working system of 
the feudal age. This in an industrial 
country is naturally of an_ industrial 
sort, and there are more of them than 
many persons might imagine. 

A single generation could not cons 
Stitute this state, or even two genera- 
tions, but when it has lasted intact 
through five, one may as well admit 
its title. 

In America it is now a rare distinc- 
tion to be born in the home of one’s 
great-grandparents. Think, then, what 
it means not only to be thus born, but 


‘to grow up to carry on the same indus- 


try in the same community all of 
which one owns, and that bears the 
family name, employing, in many 
cases, descendants of the same genera- 
tion of workers for whom one cannot 
help but feel certain ties of feudal re- 
sponsibility ! 

Such was the distinguished position 
of Thomas Jefferson Payne, of Payne, 
W. Va. As a pioneer promoter the 
first Payne had penetrated the region 
and foreseen the possibilities of coal 
and iron. A man of some property 
himself, a rich marriage had assisted 
in laying the cornerstone for this de- 
velopment. Succeeding generations 
had furnished sons to carry it on— 
plenty of them. Almost from the birt 
of the nation a Payne had mined coal 
there, sometimes at great profit, some- 
times ata loss. But, what was of most

three months his diet should consist 
of bread and milk, puppy crackers, 
raw eggs and milk, soups and broths 
to which have been added a small 
quantity of toasted bread cut up in 
cubes. A small quantity of meat 
should be given, the amount to be 
mcreased as the dog grows. 


“Between the ages of six and nine 
months feed your dog three to four 
meals daily. After he becomes a year 
old one or fwo meals, preferably two, 
will suffice. Nobody can lay down 
an ironclad rule as to the amount of 
food; the dog is somewhat of a law 
unto himself, as is his master. For 
foods give the dog lamb, beef and 
mutton. His morning cereals should 
be cream of wheat, farina and shredd- 
ed wheat. For vegetables give him 
spinach, asparagus, cauliflower, cab- 
bage, turnips and onions—boiled, of 
course. And vary these foods. Don’t 
bore your dog with the same menu 
day after day. 

“Never give your dog corn, rice, 
potatoes, beans, parsnips, boiled eggs, 
liver or chicken, and chicken bones 
and sweets are forbidden. Chicken 
bones are liable to become lodged in 
the poor dog’s stomach. All the vege- 
tables enumerated, with the liver and 
chicken, are too starchy to be good for 
canine digestion. 

“When your dog is sick call in a 
specialist at once; don’t reply on pat- 
ent medicines or old women’s whims, 
And if he has to go to a hospital, see 
to it that it’s a place where all the 
inost modern methods are available.

royal servitors and the cost of running 
the household are so much in excess 
of the actual appropriations that the 
king has to dip pretty deeply into his 
privy purse to make up the difference. 
The amount allocated to the privy 
purse (which is designed mereiy to 
cover the king and queen’s personal 
expenses) is 110,000 pounds, o7 
roughly $550,000. During most of 
the war,.years, | am told, not a single 
penny of this sum reached the private 
banking account of the king (who 
constantly contributes largely to char- 
ities), and today his majesty is able to 
bank only a fraction of it. So it’s 
small wonder that Queen Mary keeps 
a vigilant eye on the tradesmen’s 
bills and expenses in general! 


UT the regulation of the prices of 

supplies for the royal table and 

the management of the royal kitchens 

aren’t by any means the only branches 

of the housekeeping at Buckingham 
palace that the queen supervises. 

The household linen at the palace 
is in charge of two linen maids. The 
linen is stored in two rooms, which 
in the later reign were never entered 

Queen Alexandra. Queen Mary 
pays regular visits of inspection to the 
rooms. 

The laundry work at the palaces is 
done under contract by different laun- 
dries. The contract prices in pre-war 
days amounted to a little over $25,- 
000 a year. Today the royal laun- 
dry bill amounts to nearly $40,000 a 
year and it certainly would be higher 
but for the considerable pains Queen 
Mary has taken to keep down the 
laundry expenses. 

In pre-war days a fresh tablecloth 
and fresh table napkins were given 
cut for each meal at the royal table. 
Queen Mary, when prices began to 
rise, altered this arrangement. Today 
a fresh tablecloth and napkins are 
given out from the linen room once 
a day. Fresh bed linen for all bed- 
rooms occupied by members of the 
royal family was given out every day 
befere the war. Today fresh bed 
linen is given out three times a week. 

In King Edward’s reign the linen 
maids carried on the work without 
interference from anyone. 
their work is to inspect the linen when 
it ts delivered to the palace, to check 
it over with the laundry book, and to 
report any loss or damage of the linen 
to the housekeeper, who would com- 
municate with the laundry on the mat- 
ter. But in practice, the linen maids 
in the late reign never did make any 
report to the housekeeper concerning 
damage to or loss of linen. 

Queen Mary, however, soon put a 
stop to the maids’ easy methods of 
doing their work, which saved them 
the bother of checking over the linen 
except in the most casual way. 

Not long after King George’s acces- 
sion, the queen suddenly made her 
appearance in the linen rooms one 
atternoon. She had timed her visit 
at an hour when she knew a delivery 
from the laundry had been made, The 
queen had the linen checked over

while she was in the room, and 
spected each article carefully. 


HE inspection took an hour; and 
she discovered that two table 
napkins, one tablecloth and two tow- 
els were missing. From that day the 
deliveries of linen from the laundry 
have been most carefully checked -by 
the linen maids and any shortage in 


‘the delivery is at once reported by 


them to the housekeeper. 

You couldn’t be expected to believe 
that the queen washes much of the 
royal chinaware with her own hands, 
but certain it is that she washes seme 
of it. Her majesty has for many years 
past been an ardent and enthusiastic 
collector of old china, particularly old 
English ware, and she -recently has 
made some interesting additions to her 
already extensive collection. The 
bulk of this collection is kept at Buck- 
ingham palace, and after her recent 
return from Balmoral castle she spent 
quite a lot of time in rearranging it, 
in order that her most recent pur- 
chases might be properly displayed. 
And, like many another devotee of 
old china, Queen Mary, I am told, is 
to be seen every now and then wash- 
ing and drying some of the more deii- 
cate pieces. 

The official housekeeper at Buck- 
ingham palace, Mrs. Clerk, stands 
high m the regard of Queen Mary. 
She has been in her majesty’s employ 
for over 25 years, is a thoroughly 
practical and efficient manager, and 
is very well liked bythe servants un- 
der her charge. She has an interview 
with the queen every morning, and 
gets orders from her royal mistress 
about all matters in connection with 
her department. If a new miaid- 
servant is being engaged the queen is 
told of it, and may decide to see the 
girl personally. 

When a new servant is required at 
one of the royal palaces, by the way, 
there is no need to advertise or to 
phone to an employment agency, as 
there is always a long waiting list for 
posts in the royal household. At 


Buckingham palace about 150 men 
and maid servants are employed, most 
of them being the sons or daughters 
of servitors on the royal estates. Em- 
ployment in the household is, in fact, 
almost hereditary, and certain sur- 
names, among them Chandler, War- 
ren and, as it happens, the writer’s 
own name, Church, have been on the 


‘ payroll for many generations. 


Many of the male servants are mar- 
ried, but a female domestic who weds 
is replaced immediately, as Queen 
Mary does not approve of wives being 
employed elsewhere than in their own 
homes. 


Bepence neg enough, with the ex- 
ception of the chief chef, the 
king’s valet, the housekeeper and a 
few others, all the royal servants are 
on what are called board wages. This 
means that they are paid so much for 
their services and get so much more to 
cover the cost of their food.  Tiiis 
custom 1s general in all big houses in 
England. The royal servants don’t 
cater for themselves individually; they 
appoint one of their number to buy 
for all, and each pays for his or her 
Share of the cost of the comestibles. 
They have their own mess at Bucking- 
ham palace, where their meals are 
cooked and served. 

The board allowance paid to each 
Servant in pre-war days was $7.50 a 
week. Today the allowance is $17.50 
a week, which means an increase ia 
the expenses of the royal establish- 
ment of about $1,300 a week (¢sti- 
mating that 130 servants are paid the 
increased allowances for board) or 
$67,600 a year.
